Ex-Young executive 
now is co unty ‘chief

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The mystery as to who 
would become Wayne County 
Executive Ed McNamara’s 
new chief of staff has been an¬ 
swered. 

It is Charlie Williams - who 
formerly served as a top ad¬ 
ministrator in the administra¬ 
tion of the late Detroit Mayor 
Coleman Young. 

McNamara calls the selec¬ 
tion a “tremendous plus for 
Wayne County - since Will¬ 
iams is widely respected in 
Detroit, suburban cities and 
townships, Lansing and Wash¬ 
ington D.C.” 

The chief county executive 
called Williams “an excep¬ 
tional leader” who knows how 
“to turn problems into oppor¬ 
tunities.” 

As chief of staff, Williams 
will be responsible for 10 
county departments and over 
5,000 employees. He will be 
the third highest official in 
Wayne County government, 


headed only by McNamara 
himself and his deputy Mic¬ 
hael Duggan. 

Williams fills the vacancy 
caused by the recent switching 
of David Katz to head Detroit 
Metrro Airport. 

McNamara calls Williams 
an “innovator” and a skilled 
personnel manager. He 
praised Williams’ efforts in 
trying to stamp out Devil’s 
Night. 

A former New Detroit Inc. 
president, Williams also was 
urged to run for mayor of De¬ 
troit by Young, but declined at 
that time. 

Now, McNamara said, Will¬ 
iams vows he wants to do what¬ 
ever he can to “handle the 
problems of this metropolitan 
region.” 

McNamara has issued a 
strong outline for Williams’ 
coming services. He is being 
asked to be heavily involved in 
the criminal justice system, 
Metro Airport affairs and the 
Wayne County Parks system. 


A video tape supplied by a 
Romulus-based NBD bank 
showed a Garden City man, 
who claimed he was robbed 
outside the bank on Feb. 6, ac¬ 
tually drove up, obtained 
money from an outdoor ATM 
machine and left the scene 
without being interrupted by 
anyone. 

The defendant, Michael 
Holt, 26, appeared in the 34th 
District Court last week to an¬ 
swer a charge that he filed a 
false police report claiming 
that two African American 
bandits robbed him of $140 in 
cash and pistol whipped him 
across the face - breaking his 


nose. 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green remanded the felony 
charge to the Wayne County 
Circuit Court for a hearing on 
March 18. If convicted Holt 
could face up to four years in 
prison and/or be fined up to 
$ 2 , 000 . 

In addition to the video 
tape, the state produced Ro¬ 
mulus Police Officer Kenneth 
Landstrom, who testified he 
took the first statements from 
Holt concerning the reported 
holdup. 

Various persons expressed 
deep concern over Holt’s re¬ 
port stating that one attacker 
had crooked yellow teeth and 
the other wore a red head- 
band. He claimed both of his 


attackers were black men. 
Holt is white. 

Police said Holt at first de¬ 
clined to give an official state¬ 
ment on the reputed attack. 
Later upon the urging of his 
wife, while undergoing treat¬ 
ment for a broken nose at An¬ 
napolis Hospital in Wayne, 
Holt reportedly informed po¬ 
lice of the alleged attack. 

Detective Sgt. Cora Semrau 
reported that the video tape 
showed that no incident oc¬ 
curred outside the bank that 
evening, but that Holt did in¬ 
deed take the $140 from the 
ATM machine. 

No mention was made what 
happened to the cash or how 
Holt received the broken nose.

Woods said he would like 
the counselors to have serious 
talks with students three times 
a year -in September, January 
and May/June. In particular I 
want them to make students 
and their parents aware of col¬ 
lege funding options that stu¬ 
dents with good grades should 
be eligible for. 


“I want them to empower 
our students - and make them 
thoroughly aware of various 
career options and in particu¬ 
lar the millions of dollars in 
scholarships that are available 
across the country today,” 
Woods added. 

Berlinn said he had talked 
to various school officials fol¬ 
lowing Woods earlier com¬ 
ments weeks ago and felt that 
many school leaders sup¬ 
ported the counselors’ efforts. 

He said as a youth he sought 
out much of the post¬ 
graduation materials himself 
and felt students today need to 
take on some of that respon¬ 
sibility themselves. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell said “this administra¬ 
tion agrees with both of you.” 
The comment brought a few 
chuckles from the sparce 
crowd at the school board 
meeting. 

In the past Romulus schools 
have been cited by many for 
what they call a limited nu¬ 
mber of students entering col¬ 
leges and universities. That 
number reportedly has been 
growing in recent years.

For some 15 years, retired 
engineer Julius Toth has been 
promoting his “better mous¬ 
etrap,” and although everyone 
who sees it in action believes 
that he has a superior product, 
the world is not beating a path 
to his door - yet. 

Toth designed a snow re¬ 
moval tool which requires no 
lifting, bending or strenuous 
effort to clear snow from side¬ 
walks and driveways. Instead, 
it uses a non-strenuous raking 
motion -- the perfect product 
for individuals with heart or 
back problems which could be 
aggravated by heavy lifting, 
following by the throwing ac¬ 
tion. 

To top it off, the product 
which was originally called 
the Sno-Ho, but now is known 
as EZ Duz It, only costs $5 to 
$ 10 . 

When I spoke to Toth about 
his invention some time ago, I 
asked him why the world 
wasn’t beating a path to his 
door to purchase his product. 
He speculated that it may be

that the product is too cheap 
and too simple. “Maybe, if I ad¬ 
ded a row of buttons and flash¬ 
ing lights and doubled the cost, 
it would catch on,” he quip¬ 
ped. 

Then, he added, there is 
also a “macho” factor in shov¬ 
eling snow, along with a heart- 
attack factor. Apparently, the 
same hormones that motivate 
skydivers, motorcycle dare¬ 
devils and mountain climbers, 
kick in when middle-aged or 


elderly men decide to remove 
snow from their walkways. 
They choose to shovel snow in 
the same manner that they did 
in their teens and twenties, de¬ 
spite their health problems. 

Toth is disturbed by news 
reports each winter about men 
who suffer heart attacks while 
shoveling snow, and believes 
that many lives could be saved 
by using his non-stressful 
method of snow removal. Al¬ 
though many health care pro¬ 


viders have privately lauded 
Toth’s invention, they are re¬ 
luctant to endorse it because 
of potential lawsuits which 
could arise in this litigious so¬ 
ciety. 

In spite the reluctance of in¬ 
dividuals to try his invention, 
Toth still believes his snow re¬ 
moval product can provide a 
better way to remove snow and 
also be a life saver.

ARTICLE I 

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER 33, ENTITLED 
“SUBDIVISION REGULATIONS” ARTICLE I AND TO ADD 
ARTICLE VI FOR THE PURPOSE OF ADDING NEW SEC¬ 
TIONS TO PROVIDE FOR THE PROCEDURE FOR 
OBTAINING APPROVAL FROM THE ASSESSOR’S OFFICE 
FOR LAND SPLITS THAT QUALIFY AS A “DIVISION” 
UNDER THE LAND DIVISION ACT OF 1997, AND TO PRO¬ 
VIDE FOR PENALTIES FOR VIOLATION THEREOF. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS, WAYNE COUNTY, MICHIGAN, 
HEREBY ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Chapter 33, Article I, Section 33-4 of the Code of 
Ordinances, City of Romulus entitled “Definitions” shall be amend¬ 
ed to add the following definitions and. Article VI Sections 33-100 
to 33-105 are added as follows; 

Article I 


Section 33-4 Definition 

“A development site” means a parcel that has a building develop¬ 
ment already or one which is intended for building development. 

“A parcel” means a continous acre or acreage of land. 

“Parent parcel” means a parcel or tract lawfully in existence on 
March 31, 1997. 

‘Tract” means two or more parcels that share a common property 
line and are under the same ownership. 

“Survey” means a survey performed by a professional surveyor 
licensed under Article 20 of the Occupational Code, Act 299 of the 
Public Acts of 1980. 

“40 acres or the equivalent” means 40 acres, a quarter-quarter sec¬ 
tion containing not less than 30 acres, or a government lot contain¬ 
ing not less than 30 acres. 

LDA means the Michigan Land Division Act MCLA 560.101 et seq. 

Article VI - Land Division 
Section 33-100 Parcel or Tract Splits 

Before a parcel or tract of land within the City limits of Romulus is 
split into two (2) or more parcels with one of the resulting parcels 
being less than 40 acres or the equivalent in size, if the land is not 
plated in accordance with the Michigan Land Division Act (LDA) 
MCL 560.101, application shall be made to the city Assessor for a 
determination that the split complies with the requirements of 
Section 108 and 109 of the LDA and this Ordinance. 

Section 33-101 A pplication. 

Application shall be made on a form provided by the Assessor’s 


office, who shall approve or disapprove, in writing all applications 
within 45 days of receipt of all the required information as set forth 
in Section 33-102. It shall be the responsibility of the applicant to 
demonstrate through the application and required supporting docu¬ 
ments compliance with the LDA and this Ordinance. 

Section 33-102 Su pporting Documents. 

All applications of land split shall include 4 copies of the following: 

(a) An adequate and accurate legal description as determined by the 
Assessor describing the parent parcel and each resulting parcel that 
will exist after the split. 

(b) A survey of the resulting parcels which establishes he dimen¬ 
sions of each resulting parcel, and depth and width requirements. 

(c) Whether the resulting parcels are a development site. 

(d) If a resulting parcel is a development site the application must 
include the water supply approval, and sewer service approval 
required by the LDA and this Ordinance, and proof of establishment 
of adequate easements for utilities. 

(e) A tentative parcel map drawn to scale showing the area and the 
boundary lines of each resulting parcel, how the parcels are accessi¬ 
ble by driveways that comply with local ordinance and roadways 
that comply with applicable state or local standards. 

Section 33-103 Re sulting Parcels. 

All resulting parcels shall have a depth to width ration of not more 
than 4 to 1 and comply with the minimum width and area require¬ 
ments of Appendix A Zoning of the Romulus City Code. 

Section 33-104 Non-Waiver. 

Nothing contained in Article VI shall be construed as a waiver of 
any of the requirements of any other provisions of the Code of the 
City of Romulus. 

Section 33-105 Fee. 

All applications for land splits shall be accompanied by payment of 
a fee as may be determined by Council by resolution from time to 
time. 

Section 2. Penalties. 

Any person who violations Section 33-100 to 33-105 shall be guilty 
of misemeanor punishable by a fine of not more than $500.00 and/or 
by imprisonment of not more than ninety days or both. 

Section 3. Saving Clause, 

Nothing in this Ordinance hereby adopted shall be construed to 
affect any suit or proceeding pending in any court or administrative 
body, or any rights acquired, or liability incurred, or any cause or 
causes of action acquired or existing, under any Act or Ordinance 
hereby repealed; nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any 
character be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

Section 4. Severability. 

Should any word, sentence, phrase or any portion of this Ordinance 


be held in a manner invalid by any court of competent jurisdiction or 
by any state agency having authority to do so for any reason whatso¬ 
ever, such holdings shall be construed and limited to such word, sen¬ 
tence, phrase or any portion of the Ordinance held to be so invalid, 
and shall not be construed as affecting the validity of any of the 
remaining words, sentences, phrases or portions of this Ordinance. 

Section 5. Conflicting Ordinances. 

All prior existing ordinances adopted by the City of Romulus incon¬ 
sistent or in conflict with the provisions of this Ordinance are, to the 
extent of such conflict or inconsistency, hereby expressly repealed.

But 
now with cable television, the internet and dozens of 
other forms of entertainment, the community news¬ 
paper quickly becomes a dinosaur without news 
that keeps readers interested. 

Like many of you I don’t much like this sad state 
of affairs but as a new millenium approaches we 
seem to be more driven by the 3 S’s, than tamer en¬ 
tertainment offerings. The 3 S’s that drive today’s so¬ 
ciety are Springer, Stem and Sprewell.

Correct Sassafras bait-and*switch 


Westland City Council members who blamed the 
Wayne-Westland Board of Education for the Sas¬ 
safras Trails bait-and-switch had it half right: the 
board did let down the citizens who worked for 
years to preserve all of Sassafras Trails. 

The let down resulted from a broken commit¬ 
ment School board members have promised to pre¬ 
serve the thousands of years old forest if the Fhends 
of Sassafras, the 400-500 member citizen group, 
could come up with the money to purchase the 53 
acres. 

With the help of Sen. Lauren Bennett (R-Canton), 
the group came up with the requested amount a 
$525,000 grant 

Unfortunately for Sassafras supporters, the dis¬ 
trict welshed on its commitment and sold three of 
the wooded acres to Galaxy Homes for a subdivi¬ 
sion. Not that it wasn’t expected. The smell of a rat 
permeated all of the school board’s dealings with 
the FYiends. 

Seeking to hold the board to its word and to get 
back the promised three acres, the friends sought 
outside help from Sen. Bennett, the Department of 
Environmental Quality, and the Westland City Coun¬ 
cil 

Bennett and the DEQ offered help. Bennett sent 
a representative to the Westland City Council to tell 
them and interested citizens that he will use his of¬ 
fice to find out if the switcheroo was kosher 

The DEQ sent out a wetlands expert to verify 
whether the three acres contains high quality wet¬ 


lands, which 
many citizens 
believe. 

But the 
council 
would only 
offer sympa¬ 
thy and a few 
fingers to point at the school district 

‘There’s nothing we can do,” said Councilman 
Glenn Anderson, a strong supporter of preserving 
Sassafras, repeating the words of City Planner Tod 
Kilroy and City Attorney Angelo Plakas. 

What he said is true, up to a point Technically 
the council has no veto over the project under 
Michigan’s notorious Subdivision Control Act 

But, contrary to what the city officials said, the 
city can do something. They can do what Sea Ben¬ 
nett did: stand up and be counted. 

The city can write a letter to the DEQ requesting 
a wetlands hearing. The city can write a letter to the 
attorney general asking for a ruling on the disputed 
legal description that Sassafras supporters claim 
was modified to sell the three acres. 

If the council shows the DEQ that it is serious 
about preserving all of Sassafras, it probably will be 
saved. 

If not, the citizen’s only ally will be Sen. Bennett

Anti-gun statistics 
are hogwash 

Tb the editor: 

Thank you for sharing your 
views — “Mike’s Musings” — on 
legislation currently pending in 
Lansing pertaining to the issue of 
concealed weapons permitting. 
Since I am not a Lansing legisla¬ 
tor, and since you targeted Rep. 
DeHart (D-Westiand) for particu¬ 
lar criticism, I should probably 
keep my thoughts to myself. But I 
can’t; I must respond because this 
matter effects the constituents I 
have sworn to serve. 

In support of your editorial 
opinion, you set forth various sta¬ 
tistics. However, I for one remain 
unconvinced by the mere anecdo¬ 
tal recitation of numbers. 

In fact despite the headline to 
your column — “Statistics argue 
against gun laws” — your num¬ 
bers are merely that and not sta¬ 
tistics. Much the way apples are 
fruit, and oranges are fruit, but 
one does not compare them in the 
same analysis when seeking the 
truth. 

There is no statistically rele¬ 
vant or credible analysis done 
with these numbers and they are 
not conclusive of your opinioa To 
the contrary, your opinion re¬ 
quires numerous assumptions 
and ' leaps of faith’ in order to ar¬ 
rive at your conclusion, namely 
that: “Our laws (Michigan’s laws) 
are fine as they are.” 

What you seem to overlook is 
that in Michigan the application 
and the implementation of those 
laws is not uniform. The applica¬ 
tion and implementation varies 
greatly from county to county. 
And, that is a problem. 

For instance, Macomb county 
offers a “shall issue” approach 
which puts the burden of proof on 
the government to demonstrate 
why a law-abiding citizen should 
be denied the right of personal 
self defense. While in Wayne 
county just the opposite exists. 

In Wayne county the burden is 
on the private law abiding citizen 
to convince three bureaucrats 
why he/she (the citizen) should be 
allowed to have a permit This de¬ 
spite constitutional provisions at 
both the state and federal level 
that at least seem to support Ma¬ 
comb county’s approach as it has 
been implemented by Macomb 
County Prosecutor Carl Marlinga 
(D-Mt Clemens), not Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Prosecutor John O’Hair’s (D- 
Grosse Pointe) approach. 

In fact, Wayne county’s ap¬ 
proach is clearly open to arbitrary 
and capricious favoritism. A sys¬ 
tem where only the rich and the 
influential are assured of getting 
a permit to carry. Just analyze the 
lists of those who have permits. 
Judges, politicians, persons who 
carry large sums of money, and 
the like; not everyday people who

have to go to work at all hours of 
the day and night and face crime 
and criminals, too. 

Compare that list with the 
names and addresses of those 
who have been denied permits, or 
are just discouraged from seeking 
them because of all the red tape. 
People routinely living in or near 
poverty. People living in high 
crime - urban areas. Women going 
out to work late at night or early 
in the morning — alone — young 
and old, having to ride the bus or 
depend on a broken down, second 
hand car that needs new tires and 
a tune-up. All of whom are with¬ 
out significantly placed politi¬ 
cians and friends who can do 
them a favor Is this right? 

These are the people who sys¬ 
tematically are denied personal 
protection only to be preyed upon 
by those who don’t bother to get 
government’s permission — THE 
CRIMINALS!! 

These innocent souls have life 
long histories of good citizenship, 
but are denied. Why? Aren’t they 
deserving of self-protection in 
their persons and their homes? 
Or, will the muggers and the 
thieves just not bother them be¬ 
cause they are too poor to as¬ 
sault? 

Like you did in comparing 
Seattle with Vancouver, I can 
reach a conclusion by comparing 
Wayne county “statistics” to those 
of Macomb county. But my conclu¬ 
sion will be materially different 
from yours.

That is the direction I am tak¬ 
ing the county of Wayne in as 
Vice-Chair of the Commission’s 
Public Safety and Judiciary Com¬ 
mittee. That is what my Resolu¬ 
tion of February 5th, 1998 
achieved. 

Starting this Wednesday, 
March 11th, the Committee will 
begin its fact finding. Please 
watch what happens closely. 

And again, thank you for pro¬ 
viding your ‘counter-point’. I am 
glad to know you are interested.

Era of Big Govern¬ 
ment is not over 

To the editor 

Evidently, if you say something 
enough times, people are sup¬ 
posed to believe you. At least that 
seems to be the case with the so- 
called budget surplus, the re-in¬ 
venting of the federal govern¬ 
ment, and this administration’s 
commitment to “fiscal discipline.” 

We are told that Washington 
has entered a new era of penny- 
pinching. Government has been 
revamped and Washington is be¬ 
ing managed with the effiency of 
a depression era housewife. 

Thanks to this newfound fru¬ 
gality so go the reports, the feder¬ 
al budget is not only close to bal¬ 
ancing, but we are on the brink of 
budget surpluses as far as the eye 
can see. 

But the idea that government 
has penny-pinched its way to sol¬ 
vency is false.

First, is it only by stealing 
from Social Security that the 
country is approaching budget 
surplus. In other words, when 
the President talks about “sav¬ 
ing Social Security first’’ he 
means to do so with its own 
money. This makes for a clever 
sound bite, but set dangerous 
precedent. 

The entire Social Security 
system is based on payroll 
taxes. Expanding that funding 
base to include general reve¬ 
nues (even through sleight of 
hand) would tempt Congress to 
offer unlimited benefits. Sure, 
there should be a national de¬ 
bate on the structure of Social 
Security. But changes in fund¬ 
ing should come from a broad 
policy debate, not from a line 
item in a hastily prepared bud¬ 
get document. 

Second, the federal govern¬ 
ment is spending more, not 
less. According to Stephen 
Moore of the Cato Instate, do¬ 
mestic federal spending has 
shot up 34 percent (adjusted 
for inflation) in just the last 10 
years, compared to a 9 percent 
rise in family income. But in¬ 
stead of going deeper in the 
red we spent the Peace Divi¬ 
dend. That is, since 1989, we 
cut the defense budget while 
dramatically boosting social 
spending. As a result, non¬ 
defense spending now repre¬ 
sents 17.5 of the economy, up 
from 15% in the 1970s and 10% 
in the 1960s. Meanwhile, in this 
New Era of Small Government, 
no (non-defense) programs of 
significance have been elimi¬ 
nated. Even today, the admin¬ 
istration wants to expand the 
government’s role in health in¬ 
surance, education and child¬ 
care. And Senators, drunk 
with the smell of surplus, have 
already littered the Highway 
Bill with 200 amendments-an 
average of two per Senator. 

If this is small government, 
pass me a small bowl of cake 
and ice cream. 

But what about taxes? 
Aren’t families paying less of 
them than ever before? 

That’s the spin from the ad¬ 
ministration, but this rhetoric 
doesn’t square with the facts. 
The federal government’s tax 
take as a percent of national 
income is at its highest level 
since World War II. Yes, (ac¬ 
cording to the Tax Founda¬ 
tion), the median two-income 
family has a lower income tax 
bill today than 20 years ago. 
But skyrocketing payroll taxes 
have swamped that tax break. 
In fact, mostpeople pay more 
payroll tax than income tax. 
Counting the employer’s con¬ 
tribution, 23.6 percent of our 
median family’s income goes is 
soaked up by payroll taxes 
combined, compared to 21.4 
percent in 1975. Meanwhile, 
rising state, local and “other” 
federal taxes have made the 
total tax burden ever heavier. 

So while Washington cele¬ 
brates the End of Big Govern¬ 
ment, taxpayers are not yet 
popping their corks. A true cel¬ 
ebration will begin with real 
spending restraint and real tax 
reform.

Tax advice 
is ‘don’t die’ 

To the editor: 

For business owners who 
dream of their children taking 
over the family business, the 
government has a message for 
you: Don’t die. 

This message is delivered 
via a federal estate tax code 
that promises to take more 



than half of a family’s assets 
when the owner makes the 
mistake of dying. The new tax 
bill revised the estate tax 
code, but like much of the tax 
package, there is less to the es¬ 
tate “tax break” than adver¬ 
tised. 

Take the expansion of the 
$600,000 exemption to $1 mil¬ 
lion. This adjustment simply 
replaces what was lost to infla¬ 
tion. If the exemption had 
been adjusted for inflation 
each year since its inception in 
1987, it would have a value al¬ 
most $900,000 today. Further¬ 
more, the $1 million threshold 
is not reached until 2006. 

But even if the latest revi¬ 
sions to estate law are hardly 
reforms, should we care about 
taxes on million dollar es¬ 
tates? 

Yes. Those most adversely 
affected by the estate tax are 
America’s farms, ranches and 
small businesses. These are 
not the idle rich, but our coun¬ 
try’s best job creators. Yet, ac¬ 
cording to the National 
Federation of Independent 
Businesses, one-third of to¬ 
day’s small business owners 
thinks their companies will be 
sold or liquidated just to pay 
estate taxes. A survey by the 
Texas and Southwestern Cat¬ 
tle Raisers Association found 
that the estate tax impacts the 
operations of three out of four 
of its farmers and ranchers. 
Many of these families are 
forced to sell land to devel¬ 
opers, forgo conservation mea¬ 
sures or simply exit the busi¬ 
ness after generations of work¬ 
ing the land. 

Because of the destructive 
nature of the estate tax, the 
“special” exemption for family 
owned businesses is especially 
disappointing. This provision, 
designed to exempt on-going 
businesses from the estate tax, 
provides only minimal relief. 
The land and equipment nec¬ 


essary to operate even a small 
farm and ranch can be valued 
well above the $1.3 million 
threshold. Furthermore, the 
new business exemption is in¬ 
cluded under the regular es¬ 
tate tax exemption. So as the 
standard exemption increases, 
the value of the business ex¬ 
emption declines. 

Perhaps worst of all, the 
new tax bill brings additional 
complexity to be a compli¬ 
cated estate tax code. There 
are numerous tests under the 
new law as to what qualifies as 
a “family business,” and the 
gradual increase in the ex¬ 
emption makes estate plan¬ 
ning more, not less, time 
consuming and expensive. Ul¬ 
timately, the real beneficiaries 
of the new law are accountants 
and tax attorneys. 

Rather than tinker with the 
estate tax, Congress should 
eliminate the outrageous prac¬ 
tice of confiscating a family’s 
assets at death. The estate tax 
and the rigors of estate plan¬ 
ning divert funds from job- cre¬ 
ating enterprises and limit 
small business growth. 

Today, the remaining foun¬ 
ders of that Texas ranch are 
more than 80 years-old. There 
will be no hope of paying their 
estate taxes out of cash flow. 
As a result, ranch land that has 
been part of the family since 
1938 will have to be sold. 

The estate tax code is a 
smorgasbord of punitive mea¬ 
sures and economic disincen¬ 
tives. Let’s eliminate the estate 
tax to move toward a tax code 
that is simple, fair, and less pu¬ 
nitive for American families.

sponse than Clinton did in his 
hour and 20 minutes. More¬ 
over, Lott was right about ev¬ 
erything, especially education 
and taxes. 

Clinton wants the Federal 
Government to spend addi¬ 
tional billions on education. 
Lott insists that the taxes be 
levied by state and local enti¬ 
ties with the resulting reve¬ 
nues spent by the local 
educational authorities. We’ve 
known for decades that one- 
hundred million dollars sent 
by the states to the Federal 
Government begets 60 to 65 
million to return. Bureaucra¬ 
tization and handling account 
for the shrinkage. Local 
boards, parents, teachers, and 
administrators should direct 
all uses of tax money for 
schools, materials, equipment, 
and salaries. They are unques¬ 
tionably more able than Wash¬ 
ington educational wannabes 
in establishing curriculum 
and providing opportunities 
for the children. 

Lott indicated that 38 per¬ 
cent of an average family in¬ 
come is taken by government 
entities, and that the amount 
of taxation is confiscatory. 
Clinton made no suggestion 
that taxes on the American cit¬ 
izens might be too high.

Last year’s Crop Walk effort 
by 356 volunteer walkers paid 
off big for the hungry serviced 
by four Romulus-Belleville 
area agencies last week. 

Veteran Crop Walk orga¬ 
nizer Father John Hagan and 
Hanna Anthony, his co¬ 
coordinator of the area Octo¬ 
ber walk for the hungry, 
turned out at the four service 
agencies last week and pre¬ 
sented their leaders with simi¬ 
lar $1,756 checks to continue 
their work with the needy for 
another year. 

Recipients of the Crop Walk 
checks were the Helping Hand 
Thrift Store of Romulus, St. 
Vincent de Paul Society of Be¬ 
lleville, The Belleville Emer¬ 
gency Food Closet and the 
food pantry of the Belleville 
Church of God. 

Calling the 1997 Crop Walk 
volunteers the most dedicated 
ever, Hagan reminded resi¬ 
dents that 25 percent of the 
money collected for the hun¬ 
gry stays in the communities 
where it is collected. 

The remainder is circulated 
nationwide and around the 
world, where hunger is even 
more extreme. 

u We had representatives 
from eight very dedicated 
churches, who increased the 
total giving by 40 percent” over 
the previous year, Hagan said. 

The eight churches in¬ 
cluded Trinity Episcopal 
Church, the Community 
United Methodist Church, St. 
Anthony Catholic Church, Be¬ 
lleville Presbyterian Church, 
Faith United Methodist 
Church, Belleville Church of 
God, Sumpter Church of God 
and the First United Method-

Hagan said the check deliv¬ 
eries are the true testament of 
the Crop Walk effort because 
“we then know that a lot of 
people will live better lives be¬ 
cause of what he did.” 

The veteran Crop Walk 
leader explained one of the 
greatest things about the 
Christian effort is that the vol¬ 
unteers often never see the 
faces of those they aid, but 
they are touched by the count¬ 
less stories of those who have 
received such help. 

Hagan no sooner finishes 
the paperwork on one year’s 
food drive, when he already is 
planning the next. 

So it is this year as efforts 
are already underway for the 
1998 Crop Walk that will be 
held Oct. 4. 

Both Hagan and Anthony 
have built up such a strong ser¬ 
vice image with the public that 
leaders of newer Crop Walk ef¬ 
forts in Michigan have called 
on them for advice. 

Local organizers are also 
hopeful that other Belleville- 
Romulus churches will join 
the effort here later this year.

The Rev. Rita Talley of the

What does Wayne do for a 
city employee who has put in 
27 years of service? 

It thanks him. 

With cameras flashing away 
and a full chamber of the city 
council as a backdrop, Wayne 
mayor Kenneth Warfield pre¬ 
sented former city employee 
Ronald Mason with a plaque 
in appreciation for the many 
years he served the city, at the 
council meeting on March 3. 

Mason, who recently re¬ 
tired, spent 19 years as a mem¬ 
ber of the Personnel Board 
and another 9 years with the 
Housing Commission. With all 
those who showed up to con¬ 
gratulate him, and the ap¬ 
plause that filled the chamber, 
it was obvious that Mason?s 
time and service have left a 
lasting impression with the 
many people who have been 
fortunate enough to have 
worked with him, including 
Mayor Warfield. 

“This gentleman has put as 
much volunteer time in this 
community as any individual I 
know? We certainly appreciate 
it,” Warfield said, as he posed 
for photographs with Mason. 

Mason, who accepted the 
plaque alongside his wife 
Joan, was calm as he reflected 
upon his career with the city, 
as well as the many city coun¬ 
cil meetings which were some¬ 
times a virtual battlefield. 

“I take this greatly to my 
heart,” Mason told the city 
staff and citizens of Wayne. 
“For the thirty-some years we 
lived in the city of Wayne, I?ve 
always thought it to be upbeat. 
We didn’t always agree a lot of 
times at the meetings, but 
when we left the meetings, we 
left with a handshake and a 
smile and we looked forward 
to meeting the next time.” 

Although the focus was on 
him, Mason made sure to laud 
the performance of other city 
employees. 

“Our department services 
when we lived in Wayne, 
whenever I had experiences 
with them, I always happened 
to thank them. And folks, I 
wanna tell you, the city of 
Wayne has nothing to take a 
backseat for with the city ad¬ 
ministration and city services, 
because we were 100%,” Ma¬ 
son said. 

“We take his [Mason] com¬ 
ments about the professional¬ 
ism of the staff and the various 
departments to heart. We ap¬ 
preciate you very much,” said 
city manager John Zech, not¬ 
ing Mason had served with 
nearly every personnel direc¬ 
tor in the city’s history. 

Mason, who was known for 
his no-nonsense approach on 
the job, seemed unemotional 
and casual as Warfield handed 
him the plaque. Jokingly, War- 
field even had to coerce him 
into smiling for the photogra¬ 
phers. Yet, his words showed 
how much the city?s gesture 
meant to him. 

“I appreciated all the peo¬ 
ple and I appreciate this,” Ma¬ 
son said as he looked at the 
plaque. “And this will go in my 
office.” 

The Masons, seeking a less 
congested life, recently moved 
away from Wayne to the farm¬ 
lands of southern neighbor Ro¬ 
mulus. Those who have known 
and worked with him, were a 
bit saddened when he left. 

?We hated to see you move, 
but we know you wanted to get 
out there to greener pastures,” 
Warfield told Mason. To which 
Mason replied, “It’s like the 
old saying: You can take the 
boy off the farm, but you can’t 
take the farm out of the boy.”

No miracles as Romulus beats Wayne finishes second to Rouge

Romulus got the job done 
against Wayne Thursday night, 
but unfortunately for the Ea¬ 
gles and Coach Guy De- 
lGiudice didn’t get the miracle 
it needed to finish atop of the 
standings as Belleville fell to 
top state-ranked River Rouge 
in the Mega Conference Red 
Division basketball finales. 

Consequently, Romulus 
(10-2) wound up second-best to 
Rouge in the Mega Red. Rouge 
(11-1) finished with the title. 


(Read related story on this 
page). 

“Rouge just has too much 
overall talent this year,” said 
DelGiudice. “You know you 
never know what will happen 
in this sport. I really didn’t 
think that Belleville could 
handle Rouge, but then I’ve 
seen some strange things over 
the years.” 

Romulus did have its hands 
full Thursday night as junior 
Wayne guard Brian Williams 
decided that he would make 
his declaration of greatness 
that night. Williams was out¬ 


standing on offense and 
played a crucial role on de¬ 
fense. 

The 6-2 point guard kept his 
team in the game, scoring a 
season best 31 points, four of 
them treys, to lead all scorers. 

Williams, however, did not 
have much of a supporting cast 
as Jamar Davis was the only 
other Wayne player to score in 
double figures. Jamar added 
13. 

Wayne led after one (14-12), 
but the Eagles came back on 
an array of baskets by Reggie 
Kirkland, Melvin Hicks, and

At the half, Romulus had a 
slim 28-25 lead, but the Eagles 
came back from the locker 
room and went on a 9-0 run 
which quickly lifted them to a 
12-point edge that seemed to 
stay on the scoreboard every 
time you looked up. 

“That 9-0 run in the third 
quarter,” noted Wayne Memo¬ 
rial coach Chuck Henry, “I felt 
was the key. Although our kids 
did not quit, you felt that the 
game was getting away from 
us.” 

Although no one Romulus 


player could touch Williams’ 
individual effort, the Eagles’ 
balanced scoring gave them 
the edge and their 10th divisio¬ 
nal victory in 12 starts. 

Kirkland made his return to 
the starting lineup with a team 
high 14 points, while Collins 
and Melvin Hicks each scored 

13 points and Brandon DeYam- 
pert had 10 points for the eve¬ 
ning. 

The Eagles also picked up 

14 (of 20) points from the free 
throw line where Wayne had 
10 of 18. 

At the state of the week, Ro¬ 


mulus had a 16-4 record and is 
considered the favorite to win 
the Class B district champion¬ 
ship at Carleton Airport where 
action began Monday night. 

DelGiudice says that this 
has to be the year of the Ea¬ 
gles. 

“With seven seniors in our 
lineup, it is now or never,” De¬ 
lGiudice stressed. “It is some¬ 
thing we have worked for over 
the years. It has to be now.” 

The Eagles were scheduled

Sweat-drenched River 
Rouge needed a second half 
rally to stop upset- minded Be¬ 
lleville in the finale of the 
Mega Conference Red Division 
season. 

Rouge, considered the pre¬ 
mier team of any of the four 
classes in Michigan, struggled 
against the host in the early 
stages of the game before 
Brent Darby & Company came 
back after the intermission 
and outscored the Tigers 42-28 
to put a wrap on 77-58 victory 
and the Red Division basket¬ 
ball title. 

“They just wore us down in 
that second half,” said Be¬ 
lleville coach Rod Fisher. “I 
thought we played a pretty 
good first half, but they 
(Rouge) have a very talented 
and balanced team this year. 

“We had difficulty matching 
up with them, especially in the 
inside.” 

In their inaugural year as a 
conference affiliate, Rouge 
compiled a 11-1 record to win 
the title and end Wayne Memo¬ 
rial’s monopoly. Wayne had 
captured the last three titles in 
the conference. 

However, Rouge’s champi¬ 
onship is tainted and comes in 
the wake of a state investiga¬ 
tion. 

Rouge coach Lamonta Stone 
and assistant coach Joe Emery, 
who serves as the high school’s 
athletic director, have been 
suspended for the rest of the 
season by the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association 
for alleged violations of re¬ 
cruiting. 

The MHSAA is the august 
body that oversees high school 
sports in the state of Michigan. 

The apparent infractions 
led to the suspensions of the 
two top Rouge coaches. The in¬ 
vestigation continues and the 
suspensions reportedly have 
been upheld by the courts. 

Neither Stone or Emery will 
be able to coach the Panthers 
during the post-season. 

Rouge is considered the 
team to beat in Class B. 

Now, back to the Belleville 
game. 

With Belleville’s John Ed¬ 
wards and C. J. Grantham gen¬ 
erating the play- making and 
scoring power in the first half, 
the Tigers found themselves 
very much in the game and 
trailing only by five (35-30) at 
the half. 

But the Panthers came back 
with a vengeance after the in¬ 
termission and, led by Darby 
and Duez Henderson, the 
reigning champs went on a 12-3 
run that left their hosts trailing 
by a dozen after three periods.

For employees at The Michigan 
Truck Plant and The Wayne Stamp¬ 
ing and Assembly Plant in Wayne, it 
was like Christmas came twice in 
less than three months.

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Ford employees can choose 23 grand 


On the tail of a $4,400 profit shar¬ 
ing check, about 135,000 of Ford Mo¬ 
tor Company’s employees have 
another decision to make. They will 
receive about $23,000 from Ford in 
April. 

Ford announced last week that 
one of their loan companies will 
turn into an independent corpora¬ 
tion. This means employees will re- 
ceive one share of stock in 
Associates First Capital Corp., 
which Ford bought in 1989, for ev¬ 
ery four shares of Ford stock they 
own. 

Most employees own about 1,081 
shares of stock in their retirement 
plans. 

Employees will get $3.1 billion. 
They can decide to keep it in their 
retirement funds to be reinvested 
or they can take the cash. 

If they take the cash they will 
have to pay taxes and a penalty un¬ 
less they are 59 1/2 years old. 

The cash pay out it available be¬ 
cause employees with a retirement 
fund can only invest in mutual 
funds or Ford Motor Company stock 
and its subsidiaries. 

Associates First Capital Corp. is 
a consumer finance company that 
specializes in home mortgages, in¬ 
stallment loans, finances and leases 
on heavy trucks and recreational 
vehicles. 

The company made almost $1 bil¬ 
lion of the $6.9 billion Ford made in 
1997.
